SUNDAY’S EARTHQUAKE.

vibrations were of a violent character, and 
throughout the region of e untry visited the 
shock was sullicient y marked UO eX ite a con 
sternation amounting almost toa panic. No 
loss of life is reported, and the damage ‘to 
property is not worth considering, 
Visitation assumes importance because it may 
reasonably be regarded as the forerunner of 
others still to come. 

Since the earliest times ‘thquakes have 
played an important part in making u 
well as breaking up, the surface of the 
globe on which we live. The destruction of 
250,000 lives in the great Antioch earthquake, 
the Lisbon earthquake in 1755, with its loss 
of 60,000 people, and the Calabrian conyul- 
sion of 1783, which swept away 100,000 human 
beings, are eyents familiar to every reader of 
history. Notwithstanding the fact that these 
dreadful physical manifestations have been 
in the main confined to voleanic countries, 
and particularly to southern Italy and Sicily, 
the traces of pre-historic earthquakes to be 
found in almost every quarter of the world 
baye convinced scientific minds that the ex- 
eiption of no locality could be counted upon 
with any degree of confidence. The middle 
and eastern states received severe shocks in 
1755 and in 1870. In 1811 the Mississippi 
valley was the scene of a succession of violent 
earthquakes, and California has been fre- 
quently visited, notably in 1852 and in 1872. 

With these instances, not to speak of others, 
on record there is no reason why we should 
not expect earthquakes in the future, and 
when they come it is possible that they will 
surpass in seyerity and destructiveness all of 
their predecessors. It is true that we have no 
volcanoes in the United States, but it is well 
known that the growth and formation of vol- 
canoes are attended by the vibrations and 
shocks to which we have given the name of 
earthquakes, and the appearance of such out- 
lets for the pent-up forces of nature may 
occur at any time and place. 

In the confusion attending the earthquake 
of last Sunday it is not likely that any very 
extensive notes were taken by our scientists, 
but the testimony of cool and clear-headed 
observers will be read with interest. It is to 
be hoped, however, that the opportunities 
afforded for the collection of such data will 
be few and far between.

The 
words referred to by Lewis are these: ‘Take 
this $100 bill and go where you will. I trusted 
you and you betrayed my confidence for leas than 
I have often given you without asking. All that! 
Can say to you is that you will never sufferas much 
as you have caused me to suffer by your base 
treachery.”’ The person to whom Lewis told these 
words only aiew weeks ago is Andrew D. Foster, 
ene of the proprietors of the Maxwell house 
barber shop, who was for many years the body 
servant and valet of President Johnson, and to 
whom the great Tennesseean was partial 
and a benefactor up to the hour of his death.
